The FBI is offering a reward of up to $10,000 for information leading to the identification, arrest, and conviction of the suspect(s) responsible for the 
crime. 

REMARKS 
The unknown suspects are described as two to four males, with at least one wearing very distinct blue shoes. 

DETAILS 
The FBI's Chicago Field Office is asking for the public’s assistance in identifying the unknown individuals responsible for a bank burglary on March 12, 2023, at 
the Bank of America located at 2163 N Clybourn Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. 
 
In the early morning of March 12, 2023, between the hours of 12:30 a.m. and 6:00 a.m., two to four suspects broke into the vacant store front located next to the 
bank and then drilled a hole through the wall to access the bank vault in the Bank of America. The suspects exited the building and entered a silver Nissan SUV.
